Powers Agree "In Principle" on Court Questions

'Washington, Nov. 23.—Abolition of 


extra territorial rights in China, by 
Vhlch various powers maintain their 
own courts 'or trial of their own na- 
tionals, was agreed to in principle to- 
day by the powers represented in the 
"Washington conference 
on Pacific 


and Far Eastern affairs. 


The Chinese delegation presented 


to the committee today a statement 
strongly urging the abolishment of 
•the extra territorial rights and sym- 
pathetic responses were said to have 
*een voiced by the representatives of 
ths other powers. 


It was considered a possibility by 


rsome of the delegates that the meet- 
ins: today would see the first refer- 
ence to the cases of Shantung and 
South Manchuria, which would bring 
up what are conceded to be some of 
the most complicated questions faced 
Jn the entire negotiations.

PRESCRIBED

ceeded swiftly from room to room, 
where other patients had been sent 
to await examination, prescribing 
treatments for some of the sufferers 
and making appointments for opera- 
tions in other cases.

Uncovered in St. Louis 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 25—A dispatch

V. tTalliday, bankrupt stock and band

a broker,,/ whose firm recently went 
into bankruptcy with liabilities list- 
ed more than $140,000, confessed to- 
day, according to the police, that he 
had counterfeited 
$1.600,000 in

terim certificates 
on the

Government, and that he had passed 
$63,000 worth of them on St. Louis 
banks in an effort to liquidate his 
losses.

the totals were made. He insisted, 
however, that no discrepancies ap- 
pear between the machine list and 
the dailv balance sheets as made in 
the bank. 


In one instance, the witness said, 


a shortage of ?3,000 appeared in a 
total of $4,000 


The cross examination of Mr. Hus- 


kinson was begun by Mr. Miller at 
10 45 by bringing out tlie fact that 
computations made by the witness 
did nottlnclude all the figures on the 
balance sheets but only such parts as 
were found to contain errors. 


DOESN'T KNOW MACHINE 


Mr. Huskinson was unabje to iden- 


tify the adding machine he used and 
would not say positively that the 
bank s balance sheets had been made 
on the adding machine, though he 
had been familiar with 
such 
ma- 


chines for twenty years. 


The witness was asked as to how 


he knew which was correct, the foot- 
Ing made by the bank or the one 
made by himself, but was saved tem- 
porarily from answering by objec- 
tions by the state. Later, however, 
he was forced to admit that he made 
no test of the machine to determine 
inaccuracy when 
manipulated by 


himself and did not verify Its ac- 
curacy by the use of any other ma- 
chine. 


IMPORTANT QUESTION. 


The defense sought to elicit from 


him a statement as to how long It 
was after the investigation of the 
bank's condition began, with as many 
as five men from the state auditor's 
office at work, before the method of 
defalcation was detected He could 
not say. 


This point :s significant in the 


light of the defendant's counsels op- 
ening statement that the method had 
been so adr»itly concealed by Z. B 
Whitfield, cashier, that it deceived 
not only Mr. Steele, president of the 
bank, but the bank examiners them- 
selves.

Says Noted Scientis' 


Paris, Nov. 25.—Pearls are pearls 


whether produced by the Japanese 
method 
oil artificially 
stimulating 


Uieir production in oyster_s or formed 
in the usual manner, so far as French 
science can determine. 


M. Boutan, in a report to the Acad- 


emy of Science, shows that the pro- 
cess of formation Is the same in both 
cases, and the only difference is in 
the larger core of the "Japanese" 
pearl. Among Jewelers there has been 
some difference of opinion, but the 
majority seemed to agree that only 
by holding pearls to the light and 
judging the size of the core could 
they distinguish between "real" and 
cultivated pearls. 


In the "Japanese" method some 


small object Is placed In the oyster, 
which promptly protects Itself by 
depositing about the Intruder the 
pearl substance exactly as it does 
when such an object gets Into the 
shell accidentally. There was no ex- 
planation as to why "real" pearls 
ire found only about small cores. The 
reason for the larger core in the cul- 
tivated stone Is the need to hasten 
tha process so tt will be profitable.

COOKING LESSONS 
Tke Right Way'to Bake Bread. 


BY SISTER MAKY. 


JJREAD, made at 
home, always 


touches the spot The luck you 


have In your oven depends on the 
pains you take. 


The next time you bake read the 


following recipe and all the instruc- 
tions. Be »ure all Ingredients are at 
hand and measure accurately and 
mix thoroughly. 


Recipe.—1 potato, 2% cups boiling 


•water, 2 tablespoons lard, 2 table- 
spoons sugar, 1 tablespoon salt, it 
yeast cake (compressed), 14 cup luke 
warm water. 5 cups sifted flour. 


Utensils.—A stew pan, sieve, small 


mixing bowl, large mixing bowl, a 
bread bowl or big dish pan kept for 
the purpose of a bread mixer, cover 
for bowl or pan, square of cloth kept 
for 
a bread cloth, 2 brick-shaped 


bread pans for 
baking, 
molding 


board, measuring cap, tablespoon, big 
kitchen spoon. 


METHOD. 


"Wash potato carefully but do not 


pare. Cut In slices and put in stew 
pan with boiling water. Cook until 
potato Is tender. 
Pour the whole 


Into a sieve placed over a bowl. Ruh 
potato through sieve. 


Sift 1 cup of flour Into a mixing 


bowl. Beat the scalding potato mix- 
ture Into the flour. Let cool to luke 
•warm temperature and add the yeast 
eake dissolved In luke warm water 


Mix thoroughly, cover with a big 


plate ana put In a warm place to 
•tand over eight. 


In the morning put five cups of 


flour In the bread bowl or pan. With 
a big spoon work the flour up the 
sides,of the pan in such a way that 
the pan la lined with flour. Mix 
sugar and salt and soften lard. Add 
these to the yeast mixture. 


The yeast should be light 
and 


foamy in the morning. Beating the 
sugar, salt and lard into it will break 
the lightness. Pour the yeast mix- 
ture into the flour lined bread pan 
and with a big^poon beat the flour 
evenly into the yeast. 


When the 
mixture 
becomes too 


stiff to work with the spoon, mix 
with your hands. Knead In all the 
flour In the pan. Then$turn onto a 


floured molding board and knead un- 
til the dough Is smooth and springy 
to touch. 
There should 
be 
little 


bubbles just under the surface or 
the dough and when the dough it 
folded over 
and pressed with the 


palms of the hands It should snap or 
crack slightly. 


It will take about half an hour to 


knead the dough thoroughly. Return 
to the pan. cover with, a cloth and 
then with a big cover and put in a 
warm place to rise. 
Let rise tc 


double the bulk of the dough. The 
temperature should be about 70 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. 


It will take about an hour and a 


"half for the dongh to rJ»H. When 
light cut off enough dou/h to make 
a loaf of bread. 
In this recipe di 


vide it in half. 


Knead smooth on the board and 


work Into a shape that will half fill 
the pan in which the bread Is to be 
baked. 
Cover with a cloth and let 


rise again to double Its bulk. Bake 
in a hot oven. The loaf should con

MANY QUESTIONS. 


I doubt if the reader who depends 


upon these articles for following the 
work of the conference cart take the 
tim» necessary to know about the 
Liac-Tuns lease, for example of Wei- 
Hai-Wei. There are a score of other 
points involved in the consideration 
of the Chinese question which It Is 
not practicable to try to make clear 
to the wide American public. 


It is about these very points that 


muoh of the pulling and 
hauling 


within the conference room revolves. 
The diplomats know these points In 
their minutest details. 


But for the purpose of the average 


American reader it Is probably best 
to attempt to. point out no more than 
certain high spots. 


•WANTS TARIFF RIGHTS. 


First of all, China wants the right 


to rearrange her tariffs. It will sur- 


i,e an American accustomed to see 


congress fix our tariff 
duties 
to 


learn that in China the tariffs are 
levied not really by China but by 
foreign governments. 


When Great Britain two or three 


generations ago "opened up" China 
to foreign trade, In the 
so-called 


opium war, she forced upon China a 
treaty which fixed the rata of duties 
that China could levy 
on 
foreign 


goods coming In ana fixed it very 
low Thereafter, all the other foreign 
nations including the United States 
imposed upon chin> treaties modelled 
upon the British one. 


She wants all these treaties revised 


so that the rate of duties can be 
raised to give her some of the rev- 
enue she so badly needs. 


CONTROL RAILROADS. 


The next thing that China regards 


aa of high Importance ts that (she 
shall have control of the railroads 
within her own borders. 
Most of 


these railroads were built by for- 
eign capital, and are managed, di- 
rectly or indirectly, by the coun- 
tries that supplied the capital. This 
management In many cases Is con- 
ducted in «uch a way as to give bnrf 
nes. advantages to the 
Individual 


foreign countries concerned. 
, China want, to manage the 
road, herself. Also It Is charged that 
under the excuse of policing th. rail- 
road, they own in China .ome of the 
nations, especially Japan, .end Tin. 
necessarily large bodies of soldiers 
Into China 


WANTS SOVEREIGNTY. 


A third thine that China wants is 


that the foreign powers shall,aban- 
don the thine which Is practiced un- 
der the term, "spheres of Influence. 
A "sphere of influence" has some- 
thing of the same nature of what we 
in America frequently call "gentle- 
men's agreements" That this, in aa- 
ditlon to being an infringement ot 
China's sovereignty, also deprives 
China of th« benefits of competition 
between the nations for her trade, IE> 
clear. 


EXTRA TERRITORIAL RIGHTS 
The fourth bofly of trouble lies m 


what are called the "extra territorial 
rights," which foreign nations have 
been acquiring in China for several 
generations 
These ettra territorial 


rights in the Chinese cities and ports 
where they exist give to the foreign 
nations the right to set up their own 
courts, postofflces and the like. Just 
how to handle this matter ot extra 


territorial right. It oOe of the most 
difficult aspects of the whole Chi- 
nese question. Probably a good deal 
of the conference discussion is likely 
to revolve around fixing a date for 
the runnlns of what may be called a 
statute of limitations. Whatever was 
acquired before the date will be al- 
lowed to remain undisturbed, but 
everything adqnired since the date 
will be restored to China. 


NORTHERN PROVINCES. 


The next among many difficult 


points Is what to do about certain 
northern provinces of China, namely, 
Manchuria and Mongolia. Historically 
these ptovlnces belong- to China. To 
what extent Japan will be required to 
give" up her recent acquisitions, and 
to what extent complete sovereignty 
over all of Manchuria and Mongolia 
shall be given to China is one df the 
chief points In dispute. Wo say that 
Manchuria and Mongolia belong to 
China. 


SHOULD GO LIMIT. 
, 


This is a sufficient recital of de- 


tails to sugg-est what is being dis- 
cussed within *he conference room. 
To state tile piOblem as a whole. In 
its broadest outlines and In such a 
way aa to be easily understood by 
the average reader, the question 
really is one of giving to China as 
complete Integrity of sovereignty In 
territory as any otherJ nation has 
within its borders. The position of 
the United States is that this should 
be done to the limit In assuming 
this position the job we have taken 
on Is serioua, but the average Amer- 
ican wilj undoubtedly support our 
governta«nt whole-heartedly in what 
it is determined to bring about 


We cannot afford 
to let China 


cease to be a nation. One reason why 
we cannot afford It is that the result 
would be that each nation would set 
up exclusive Barriers and that our 
chances to future commerce in China 
would become negligible A better 
reason is that it Is the business of 
any statesman responsible for the 
future of America to consider also 
the future of the world In which 
America today is.

America's posi- 
tion is, first, that the integrity of 
the 
territory 
and sovereignty of 


China must be affirmed and pre-, 
served; and second, that as regards 
commerce, the door .hall be open to 
all nations alike.

miral when asked his opinion of the Harding-Hughes p Ian for the reduction of navies. 
Through the world- 


wide chorus of acclaim that greets America's proposa 1 to join with Great Britain and Japan to scrap nearly 
two million tons of battleships and to build no more fwr ten years sound occasional discordant voices that 
range from the cynicism of the German expert in Ber lin to the reluctant skepticism of certain sincere friends 
of disarmament whose only fear is that our Governm ent's revolutionary program is not drastic enough. 


Naval disarmament will not insure peace, asser ts Arthur Brisbane, in the New York American, be- 


cause "all Europe and all civilization outside of Americ a can be wiped out from Russia or Asia with never a 
man or gun used afloat." 
The New York Call also "d eclines to share in the general rejoicing," because it 


expects from the Washington Conference "the same di sillusionment that followed the 'war to end war'." 


W. G. McAdoo, former Secretary of the Jreasu ry, avers that "bold, drastic, and courageous meas- 


ures are required if civilization is to be snatched fro m the brink of the fateful chasm upon which it now 
stands." The Philadelphia Record thinks that "the on ly means ever devised for preventing war is the League 
of Nations, which the United States has thus'far refu sed to join," while the Louisville Courier-Journal asserts 
that "the Conference can reduce taxation, but it can not insure peace." 


There is much enthusiasm in the British press o ver the proposed arms limitation, while in Japan, the 


American proposal is "not far removed from a basis of common understanding," according to the Tokyo 
Asahi.

Pool Construction Co. 


Tart of the work In connection 


with the building of Decatur's im- 
pounding dam and county bridge 
roadway is being carried on several 
miles away from the site o£ the dam. 
In fact, it Is located away off on a 
farm and scarcely anyone knows the 
work is going on This is the build- 
ing by the Pool Construction com- 
pany of tho concrete 
rip-rapping 


blocks, which are to be placed on 
the sides of the big dirt fills or ap- 
proaches to the county bridge to keep 
the water from washing and weak- 
ening the road. 


MADE AT MOUND FARM. 


These stone blocks are four inches 


thick, one foot wide and two feet 
long, and are to be placed on the, 
sloping bank just as the big con- 
crete protection is furnished on the 
wings of the dam. The blocks are 
being made out at the Mound farm 
several miles north of Decatur. The 
gravel for the work is being taken 
from the bank in that farm. 


METHOD USED. 


The Pool company is manufactur- 


ing these blocks by the thousands. 
They simply start with a form built 
on the ground out of two-by-fours 
and holding a large number of these 
blocks. The form or forms arejoured 
full of concrete and over the top of 
this is spread a heavy paper cover. 
The cover spread, the workmen Im- 
mediately build a second story, right 
on top of the first, with forma for 
many more blocks. 
This 
finished, 


these forma are poured with concrete 
and again covered with heavy paper. 
The work con^nues along this line 
until the forms are said to be sev- 
eral feet high, 


22,500 CROSS PIECES. 


Of course it Is necessary to have 


cross section pieces of two-by-four 
lumber in these forms, and these are 
cut to 11% inches in length. The lo- 
cal mill that furnished this material, 
or, rather,, one man working in that 
mill, cut up 22.600 cross pieces for 
the form. In all, two carloads of 
lumber or more are being used In 
building the forms.
